Subject: — Simplification of procedure for qrant of incentives against exports 
under the E.P.S. Export Promotion Scheme. 

No. I18-ITC(PN)/62. —Attention is Invited to sub-para (1) of para 2(C) of 
Appendix 23 to the current Red-Book (page 518), in terms of which applications 
for import licences under the Export Promotion Scheme are entertained on 
quarterly or monthly basis. 

2. It has now been decided to relax this provision so as to entertain applica¬ 
tions for import licences under the Export Promotion Scheme even during the 
same month in which the exports have been effected and payments received, 
provided the necessary documents evidencing the export of goods and earning 
of foreign exchange are produced by the applicants at the time of application. 

3. The aforesaid provision in Appendix 23 of the current Red-Book may be 
deemed to have been amended as above.
